* Education - New Commlssloner (Press Release) 

Almost two weeks ago now, you accepted the resignation of Commlssioner Roger Sampson 
and offered congratulations on the acceptance of his new position as President of Education 
Commission of the States. 

The Education Commission of the States is an Interstate compact that exchanges 
information and Ideas among state policymakers and education leaders to develop policy 
and strategles that wlll Improve the quaiity of education across the nation. 

Impact on national level should have strong benefits fbr the state of Alaska. 

The State Board of Education & Early Development appolnted Sampson as the Alaska 
Commissloner of Education & Early Development on May 9, 2003. The board wlll conduct a 
national search for a replacement. Interested candidates may contact the Alaska 
Department of Education & Early Development. Under state law, the board appoints the 
commlssioner whlch is subject to the approval of the governor. The commlssioner serves at 
the pleasure of the board. 

Commissloner Sampson wlll serve through August 17, 2007. 



* 8a issue - Statewlde impacts and National opportunlties (John Katz) 

Regardfng Sectlon 8(a), we are working very closely wlth representatlves of the Native 
community to preserve the essential elements of this program for Native entities. 

There Is a serlous threat to the program in Congress. Some members don't understand how

It works, and others have received complaints from constituents who have lost contracts to Alaska 
Native corporations. 

The House has passed leglslation which would seriously restrict the program. The Senate is 
expected to act sometfme soon. Discusslons involvfng the Congressional delegatlon, Native 
entlties, and us have focused on what strategy to pursue in the Senate - whether to propose a 
compromlse or to advocate for the status quo. It is expected that legislation in some form wlll 
pass In the current Congress. 

State support for the 8(a) program is premised on the signlflcant benefits that accrue to Native 
corporations and their shareholders and on the beneficlal Impacts on the Alaska economy In 
general. There have been some abuses, but these have been rectlfied. So, our goal has been to 
malntain the basic elements of the 8(a) program. 

I presume that the Native leaders are princlpally concerned about energy pollcy in Alaska. Sufflce 
It to say that, at the Federal level, Congress is preoccupied wlth renewable energy. There is llttle 
interest in provislons that would benefit the domestic oil and gas Industry. In fact, tax Incentives 
for the Industry that were enacted just a couple of years ago may well be repealed In favor of 
incentives for renewables. 

There Is no reasonable llkellhood that the coastal plaln of ANWR will be opened to oli and gas 
development in the foreseeable future (although Senators Stevens and Murkowski may propose an 
amendment to include ANWR in the Strategic Petroleum Reserve System). 

However, there Is strong blpartlsan support for commercializlng North Slope natural gas. At the 
moment, we are not asking for anythlng new here to promote plpellne constructlon. The focus Is 
on implementing AGIA. 



* Gasllne (Meghan Stapfeton) 

My gasline team recently returned from Washington, DC, where they held meetings wlth White 
House officials, Includlng Drue Pearce; FERC, Includlng Chairman Kelliher, all three members of the 
Congressional delegatlon; and federal agencles, Including Department of Energy. 

The team Is busy working on the Request for Applications (RFA) right now. They are stlll driving 
toward an early July tlmeline for release of the RFA. The RFAs will be due back three months 
later. At that point, the team will go through the applicatlons and the publlc wlll look through the 
applications which meet the criterla lald out In AGIA. Irwin and Galvin wlll choose the best 
candidate (could be a group) and then forward to leglslature for approval, as per AGIA. 

We are all reaching out to all potential parties / companles to let them know how much we valued 
thelr input durlng the process and the importance of participation In our gasllne project. 



* Energy pollcy (From Bethel Energy Speech) 

What I hear most often is the worry and concern about the high cost of energy in our villages. And 
it's not fair. The high cost of livlng Is tough enough - and then you have the burden of hlgh fuel 
costs - felt every day. Fuel costs touch homes, transportatlon, and food because villages are not 
on the road system. I know that energy controis the costs of everything - and that for seven 
months, everything must come in from the air and that only hurts more. 

I know and I understand that people are mlgrating away from our villages because it costs too 
much to live there and I know that others still are leaving smaller villages to move to larger 
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villages, llke Bethel, because it's just too costly outslde of here. 

Homes are for sale... jobs are unfilled... and It's not healthy. And I understand people want to work 
in the Bush, but just can't afford it because of the hlgh cost of llvlng. 

There are a couple of ways I wlll try to help - first of all, I wlll contlnue to manage the state's flsh 
and game for abundance. The one piece of help that you have is subslstence - with the hlgh cost 
of food. And I will contlnue to aggressively defend our predator control programs. 

Additlonally, as promised, I have tasked numerous indlviduals and departments to focus on and 
think about renewable energy sources and how we can harness those sources to help you and to 
reduce your costs. Sources llke geothermal and wlnd, to just name two. 

That's why I have requested funds for an Alaska Energy Inventory In my capital budget. We need 
to identlfy all sources of energy all overthfs state and put that Information into an electronlc map. 
Once we have done this, we can take the next step and identlfy the right technology and hardware 
to convert those altematlve sources into energy you can use. If we Identlfy the sources of our 
energy that are closest to our communities and match it up with the right technology, we can brJng 
down these extraordlnary costs to a level that allows people to live where they want. 

So please know that we are thinking of you, we are working to help you, and whlle the solutlon 
won't be overnight, please know that you are on our mfnds and our not forgotten. 



* Subslstence 

• The state provides a preference for all Alaskans for subsistence. State subslstence 
regulatlons allow rural and non-rural resldents to hunt and fish on all lands (private, state, 
and federal) unless the federal government closes its lands to uses other than subsistence 
harvest by federally qualified Indlviduals. 

• The state's approach protects the abllity of rural resldents who move to urban areas to 
contlnue subsistence activltles In rural areas. It also protects the abllity of rural resldents not 
covered by a customary and tradltlonal (C&T) use determination to contlnue subslstence 
activltles on federal publfc lands, unless closed. Once the federal government adopts a C&T 
determination for a specles in an area, rural resldents not covered by that determination can 
only subsistence hunt or fish on federal publlc lands under state regulatlons. 

• Having dual wildllfe regulatory systems (federal subsistence management overlaid on 
tradltlonal state fish and wildllfe management) contlnues to be an important Issue for rural 
Alaskans. In many areas rural users are movlng away from involvement In the state system 
because the federal subslstence program seems to grant the deslres of rural resldents, often 
at the expense of other Alaskans and sometimes to the detrlment of the resource. 

• Paradoxically, since predator management is not allowed on federal refuges, parks, and 
preserves, the federal system precludes attempts to Increase wildlife abundance, which in 
turn exacerbates the tensions between local subslstence users and non-locals. 

• Federal Subslstence Board 

■ The Secretaries of Interior and Agriculture have proposed changes to the llst of "rural" 
and "non-rural" determinations for communities based on the 2000 census and other 
factors In federal subsistence regulatlons. These revislons could affect Adak, Prudhoe 
Bay and parts of the Kenal, Wasllla/Palmer and Homer areas. Saxman has protested 
belng llsted as non-rural and part of Ketchlkan; and a number of communities connected 
by road near Kenal mlght be lumped together. There has been wldespread opposltion to 
the Board's declslon to authorize subsistence flsheries for residents of Nlnllchlk, Hope 
and Cooper Landing on the Kenai and Kasilof Rivers. Kodlak was proposed to change to 
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non-rural, but under the final rule is still classifled as rural. The State took no positfon on 
individual communities but protested the lack of evenhandedness In the federal process 

- The Federal Board continues to adopt regulations that dupllcate State regulatlons and 
thus, create confiisfon on the ground due to regulatory drift of the two sets of ' 
regulations because Federal lands are not marked on the ground. The duplicative 
regulations also establlsh a prlorlty for rural resldents that are not based on crlteria to 
determlne customary and traditlonal use and without determlnlng the amount of use 
reasonably necessary fbr subsistence before restricting other uses. The State freauently 
protests the Board's inconsistent process and lack of factual evidence for determinlng 
customary and traditional uses (e.g., sporadlc use anywhere is used instead of evidence 
of a community pattern of use). 



* 50th Annlversary of Statehood

A NCSA Background 

The Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act (ANCSA) was enacted in 1971. Under the Act, Native 
corporations received approxlmately 44 million acres and almost $1 billlon In settlement of their 
aboriginal land claims in Alaska. 

The settlement was dlstributed to Alaska Native corporations chartered under State law. 
Slgnlflcant economic benefits have accrued to many of these corporations, thereby benefittlng their 
shareholders and the Alaska economy in general. 

Over the years, ANCSA has been amended on numerous occaslons. At the moment, varlous 
proposals to amend ANCSA are under discussion: 

• A bill that would provide approximately 1.4 million acres of land In Alaska to 
the 13th Regional Corporation comprised of Alaska Native shareholders who 
enrolled In thls out of state Corporation. The Department of Natural Resources and 
the Governor's DC office are currently analyztng this legislation. Varlous concerns 
have been Identlfled, including the Impact on State selectlons called topfilings and 
on the pace of State selections under the Alaska Statehood Act. Although It had 
some Inltial reservations, the Alaska Federatlon of Natives now supports the bill, 
accordlng to Its proponents. Congressional hearlngs have not yet been scheduled. 

• A bill that would complete Sealaska's land entltlement In the Tongass National Forest 
by allowing certain selectlons beyond the areas around villages originally wlthdrawn 
for selection. DNR, together wlth the Governor's DC office, is now examlnlng maps 
deplcting these selections. Legislation has not yet been Introduced but undoubtedly 
will be. Opposltlon Is expected from natlonal environmental organizations and 
possibly from certain tocal communities, 

• In the past, legislation has been proposed to provide a land entltlement to certain 
Southeast communities, such as Halnes, whlch dld not recelve an entltlement under 
ANCSA. The rationale is that these communities were overlooked by Congress in 
1971. No legislation has been Introduced In the current Congress. 

• The resldents of Alexander Creek want to be treated as a vlllage, rather than as a 
Native group, under ANCSA. This would Increase their land entltlement by several- 
fold. The State is analyzlng thls proposal. Several issues have been identlfled, 
including possible land use confllcts and the precedent for other Native groups. 

Rural Issues Talkin g Polnts (Nlzlch) 
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Commerclal Flshlno Issues: 

ADF&G is working with local organlzations on research and monitoring programs. 

• Community Development Quota (CDQ) groups are funding important projects in Bristol Bay 
and the AYK Region to study catch size, gather escapement data and do genetlc research 
We're working with the Bristol Bay Economlc Development Corporation, the Yukon Delta ' 
Fisheries Development Assoclation, the Coastal Viliage Regional Fund, the Kuskokwim Natlve 
Assoclation, the Norton Sound Economlc Development Corporation, the Kodiak Regional 
Aquaculture Assoclation and numerous others. Many of these projects are funded by the 
federal Office of Subslstence Management. 

ADF&G is working to Improve communication with rural residents regardfng fishery 
management. 

• The Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADF&G) has worked to develop numerous 
stakeholder groups with which to discuss fishery management and galn Input from users. 

• Examples of these groups and efforts include weekly Yukon Rlver Dralnage Fishery 
Assoclation meetlngs, the Kuskokwim Rlver salmon Management Working Group, Prince 
Willlam Sound Salmon Harvest Task Force, Southeast Alaska Seine Harvest Task Force (and 
similar groups for the gillnet and troll fisheries), and Kodiak herrlng fishery preseason 
stakeholder meetings. 

Sport Flshfna Issues: 



• Kodiak: 

■ The rural town of Kodiak and slx vlllages are concerned with the development of a 
llmited entry program for fresh and saltwater guides. Some residents support a llmited 
entry system, while others do not. Some community members are concerned that a 
llmited entry system wlll concentrate wealth and reduce the publlc's abllity to receive 
charter servIces, which will ultlmately hurt the local economy. 

■ Sport anglers, commercfal and subslstence flshermen are concerned about the Lltnlk 
sockeye return, which has crashed. These fisheries have been closed for the majorfty of 
the past 4 seasons. 

■ Developlng an enhancement project for king salmon along the Kodiak road system is 
an issue with Kodiak anglers, as well as anglers in Port Llons and Old Harbor, who 
would also llke to see enhancement efforts in thelr communltles. 

• Anchoraae/North Gulf Coast/ Prince Willlam Sound: 

■ In these areas, many people are concerned about the Impact of urban users on rural 
natural resources. For example, in Prince Willlam Sound, sport anglers with boats that 
can go farther from port to find prime halibut flshing areas are causlng consternatlon 
with some rural users (especially in areas like Chenega). They see recreatlonal anglers 
In greater numbers or In new areas and the Impact thelr presence has on the rural 
fishlng experience. Likewise, In Cordova, the new fast ferry makes it convenlent for 
anglers to get to a once semi-inaccessible area and the growth of those fisheries is likely 
to Increase. 

■ In Prince Wllliam Sound, some residents are concerned that the federal subslstence 
halibut regulations wlll negatively impact thelr abllity to sport fish halibut. This same 
issue regarding higher federal limits and means and methods for salmon Is an issue on 
the Copper Rlver Delta. 

• Kenal Pening u la: 

■ A number of rural users feel there are undue restrlctlons on thelr access to fish. In 
other words if they were the primary users they would be able to consumptlvely use the 
resource (for example, with fail spawnlng closures for Dolly Varden in Upper Kenai 
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trlbutarles or tight llmlts on upper Kenal Ralnbow Trout). 

■ These same users object to the level of commercial harvest of northern bound sockeve 
and coho salmon In the central distrlct. 

• Brlstol Bav; 

■ Resource development (mlning and offshore oil and gas development) and Its Impacts 
on fish and wildllfe populations and on subslstence, recreatlonal, and commercial 
fisherles are seen by many In the region as a threat. This is especlally true in regards to 
the posslble development of the Pebble Mlne and its potential impacts on the fish and 
wildllfe resources of the Nushagak and Iliamna dralnages. 

• Some rural resldents have also expressed concern about the posslble future 

implementatfon of limited entry on guided sport fisheries in the area and its Impacts on 
opportunity and the local economy. 

- The Kvichak drainage sockeve salmon is currently a Stock of Management Concern and 
recent low returns have impacted all user groups. Addftionally, reductions of daily sport 
bag limits, based on escapements and In accordance wlth the Kvichak In-rlver Sockeye 
Salmon Management Plan have raised issues as to whether or not it wlll be necessary to 
reduce sport bag limits for conservatlon. 

• Interior: 

■ There Is a perceptlon among some rural resldents that sport fisheries (or personal use 
and urban subslstence users) compete wlth rural subslstence users (and rural sport 
anglers) for flshlng and harvest opportunltles. Thls is usually the result of increasing use 
of an area by non-local (whether urban residents, non-residents or guided anglers) 
and/or a decrease In subslstence flshlng opportunity due to decllnlng abundance of 
target species. 

■ Another area of concern Is malntalnlng access to sport fisheries In rural areas and 
addressing some confuslon by non-rural anglers as to whlch lands are publlc and whlch 
are private (Native corporatlon and private) when trying to partlcipate in sport fisheries. 

Predator Management: 

• Due to tradition, preference, availabllity, as well as the hlgh cost of store-bought foods, rural 
Alaskans depend heavily on harvesting wlld game. As such they are pragmatlc about wildllfe 
management and generally support predator management programs to increase the size of 
moose and caribou herds and to decrease competitlon between people and predators. 

• Many rural residents would like to see expanded efforts by the State to reduce predator 
densities In thelr area. Howeyer, it is less wldely recognized that the hlgh cost and time 
necessary for collectlng sclentific data needed to defend such programs affects our ability to 
plan and implement predator control In new areas. 

• Also, since predator control Is not allowed on Fish & Wildlife Service or Park Service lands, 
the state cannot effectlvely reduce predatlon In reglons of the state with large proportions of 
federal conservatlon unit lands. 

Endanoered Species Act: 

• Polar Bear. The U.S. Fish and Wildllfe Service (USFWS) proposed listlng the polar bear as 
threatened throughout Its entire range, solicited publlc comment, and expects to make a final 
decision by the end of this year. If It Is listed, the Service wlll consider designating critical 
habitat along the north and west coastllne of Alaska whlch could affect ongoing and proposed 
activlties, such as shlpplng, oil and gas leaslng, land and offshore developments. North 
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Slope resldents are very concerned about Increasing erosion, Increasing late-summer ice free 
areas, and other effects of Arctic clfmate change, but the State does not believe llstfng the 
polar bear or designating crltical habitat will be helpful and may actually be detrimental to 
conservation of polar bear. 

• Cook Inlet Beluga. The National Marine Fisheries Service published a proposed rule to list 
Cook Inlet Beluga as Endangered with Extinction. If it Is llsted and crltical habitat is 
designated in Cook Inlet, activities throughout the watershed of the entire Cook Inlet as well 
as in the marine areas could be subject to ESA permit stipulations or restrictions, such as 
recreational, personal use, and commerclal fishing; waste water treatment of the Kenai 
Borough, City of Anchorage, Mat-Su Borough, and other communltles; oli and gas leasing; 
proposed coal and other minlng; the proposed Knik Brldge; fast ferry; small boat traffic, 
shipping, and other transportation activities both In the water and In the air. Communities 
throughout Cook Inlet could suffer economlc Impacts. The State Is concerned that this llsting 
is being proposed and the conservation plan has never been funded to provide population 
and habitat Information. 

o The National Marine Fisheries Service has scheduled Beluga Whale hearlngs for Homer 
on July 19th and for Anchorage on July 20th. The State will provide a wltness. 

• Yellow-Billed Loon. USFWS announced It Intends to do a 90-day status revlew of the 
Yellow-Billed Loon population In northern and western Alaska based on possible impacts due 
to dlsturbance and loss of habitat In the coastal and low tundra areas. This could affect 
vlllage activities, including fishing and hunting, development, motorized access, and other 
activities throughout the area if critlcal habitat Is designated. The state recently particlpated 
In a multl-party effort to develop a conservation plan for this species, hoplng that the plan 
would deal wlth loon conservation Issues and obviate the need to conslder a llsting process. 

Avjan Influenza.; 

• In many rural areas, waterfowl and other blrds taken In the sprlng and summer subslstence 
hunts form an important source of fresh meat. Although the threat to human health should 
wild blrds arrlve carrying a highly pathogenic form of avian influenza Is very low, the fact that 
there is ANY risk of human Infectlon has caused great concern. 

• ADF&G has partnered with other state agencles through the Multl-Agency Coordlnation Group 
establlshed by governor's proclamatlon to bring solid Information to communltles around the 
state. The agencies have emphasized Information on how cltizens can protect themselves 
agalnst exposure to HPAI virus, as well as the need to prepare for communlty emergencles 
such as a flu pandemlc. 

• Also, ADF&G has cooperated with federal agencles In an early detection program designed to 
flnd the HPAI virus if It occurs in wild blrds migratlng to Alaska. State communlty outreach 
efforts and wild blrd sampling are contlnulng this summer. 

Fuel Prices: 

• Rural hunters, fishers, and trappers are being affected by rlslng fuel prices, which affects 
thelr ability to harvest wild resources for personal consumptlon, sharing withln the 
community, and (in the case of fur) income. To the extent that this reduces trapping effort 
and particlpatlon, wildlife management efforts to change predation levels could be affected, 
whlch could In turn result in reduced avaflability of wild meat.

SportsDome Withdraws $1.5m State Grant Request 

Anchorage^ Alaska: June 19, 2007- Leaders of the Anchorage 
SportsDome, a large non-profit sports facility that is slated to receive a 
$1.5m State grant, have notified Governor Sarah Palin that they are 
withdrawing their grant request due to concems that it promotes 
misunderstandings about the SportsDome's mission. Thanks to the 
financial support of ChangePoint church, private individuals, businesses 
and community sports organizations, the SportsDome has raised over 95% 
ofits $1 7 million funding from private sources. The $1.5 million State grant 
was intended to help cover weather-related construction cost overruns. 
The SportsDome intends to replace the grant monies through additional 
private fundraising. 

Leaders of many community organizations supported the SportsDome's State grant 
application, inctuding the University of Alaska Anchorage, the Anchorage School Oistrict, 
the Municipality of Anchorage, and numerous soccer, baseball, softball and track-and-field 
organizations such as American Legion Baseball, Cook Inlet Soccer Club and Alaska 
RUSH Soccer. These supporters believe that a $1.5 million investment of State money 
makes good sense for a number of reasons: 

• Many Alaskans will benefit from the SportsDome. Literally tens of 
thousands of soccer players, runners, baseball and softball players, 
football players, walkers, etc. will use the facility for personal health 
maintenance and training for competition. 

• Anchorage's athletes will no longer be disadvantaged by weather- 
shortened seasons. Field-based athletics across Alaska will benefit 
from a facility capable of hosting state-wide competitions. 

• According to ASD Superintendent Carol Comeau the year-round 
sports opportunities made possible by the SportsDome are, "a 
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deterrent to the increasing gang and youth violence issues in our community." 

• Private investors and contributors desiring to benefit our community have 
paid over 95% of the SportsDome's development costs. It is remarkable 
that our community can enjoy such a facility with so little public funding. 

• For the Anchorage School District, the SportsDome provides space and 
opportunity equivalent to eight new high-school gymnasiums— a value to 
the State of over $60 million. 

• The state of Alaska takes no financial risk with the SportsDome; 
ChangePoint church is responsible for any operational losses. 

Leaders of the SportsDome project had intended this grant to strengthen this unique partnership 
between public and private non-profit sectors, allowing this facility to operate with minimal user 
fees and to benefit as many Alaskans as possible. Regrettably, misinformation generated by that 
effort has created such public confusion that to receive the grant at this point woukJ compromise 
the SportsDome's primary mission. In partlcular. the SportsDome and ChanaePoint hoardy 
want Alaskans to know that this facl lltv la a alft to the community. not one built at Its 
expense. 

ABOUT ANCHORAGE SPORTSPLEX AND CHANGEPOINT: 

ChangePoint is a non-denominational church in Anchorage with an average weekend attendance 
of 4,000 people. A central element of ChangePoint's mission is to demonstrate God's love for 
people by caring for practical needs in the community. ChangePoint's leadership is excited about 
the contribution the SportsDome will make to the health and well-being of Alaskans. 

Anchorage Sportsplex, Inc. is an Alaskan 501 (c)3 non-profit whose mission is to provide year- 
round track-and-field sports facilities for Alaskan athletes. It is currently constructing the 
Anchorage SportsDome, a four-acre indoor sports facility on the campus of ChangePoint church. 
The Anchorage Sportspletfs Board of Directors, appointed by ChangePoint's corporate board, 
inciudes members of the public who have no affiliation with the church.
